Gus+avus   Adolphus    College    was    founded    by    Swedish 


Lutheran  immigrants  to  develop  intellectual  and  spiritual  leaders 


for  their  Church.     Organized  as  an  academy  in   1862  at  Red 


Wing,  it  was  eventually  moved  in   1876  to  St.  Peter,  where  a 


lone  building  on  top  of  a  high  sandy  hill,  constructed  by  local 


farmers  and  tradesmen,  served  as  class  room,  dormitory,  chapel 


and  social  center.

FOREWORD 

Under  Ihe  presidency  of  Matthias  Wahls+rom,  Gus+avus 
experienced  its  first  expansion  program.  1884  marked  the  con- 
struction of  South  Hall,  North  Hall  and  the  present  Book  Store 
building.  The  building  era  was  completed  with  the  erection  of 
the  old  library  building  in  1887,  the  same  year  that  the  Music 
and  Commercial  Departments  were  added  to  the  Curriculum. 
Gustavus  achieved  the  status  of  a  four-year  liberal  arts  college 
in  1890,  when  the  first  A.B.  degrees  were  granted.

FOREWORD 

At  the  turn  of  the  century,  a  bitter  controversy  arose  over 
the  question  of  nnoving  Gustavus  to  Minneapolis.  After  a 
nneasure  was  passed  in  1903  by  the  Minnesota  Conference  to 
move  the  college,  local  citizens  promised  a  new  building  if  the 
resolution  would  be  repealed.  Authorities  agreed,  and  the 
Auditorium  building  was  constructed  in  1904.  Football  was 
banned  from  1 904- 1 9 1  7  as  a  "dangerous  sport,"  while  dramatic 


plays  received  approval  for  the  first  time.

FOREWORD 


The  effects  of  World  War  I  demanded  many  new  adjusf- 
men+s.  College  enrollment  doubled.  An  increased  emphasis 
upon  democracy  resulted  in  the  creation  of  a  student  forum. 
Social  fraternities  gradually  replaced  the  literary  societies,  and 
in  1920  they  received  the  sanction  of  college  authorities. 
Gustavus  students,  dissatisfied  with  the  inadequate  gymnasium 
facilities,  spearheaded  a  campaign  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
gymnasium,  erected  in  1922.

Eriing  Engquist,  21,  one  of  Gustavus'  most  well-known  and 
after  a  short  illness  diagnosed  as  leukemia. 

That  his  winsome  personality  and  infectious  smile  had  won  him  many  friends  was  evidenced  by 
the  large  attendance  at  his  funeral,  held  in  Salem  Lutheran  Church  of  Minneapolis.  Excellent  tributes 
were  paid  in  letters  received  from  Dr.  Edgar  M.  Carlson  and  the  various  organizations  of  Gustavus. 
His  pastor,  the  Rev.  Reuben  Anderson,  rejoiced  in  Eriing's  Christian  testimony  and  activity  in  the 
Church. 

Eriing  entered  Gustavus  in  the  fall  of  1946  as  a  Freshman,  and  in  his  first  two  years  of  college 
earned  letters  in  football  and  hockey.  The  Eppies  claimed  him  as  an  active  and  loyal  frat  brother, 
while  he  found  additional  interests  in  the  activities  of  the  G-club.  After  spending  a  year  at  tne 
University  of  Minnesota,  he  returned  to  complete  his  college  career  at  Gustavus.  This  time  he 
devoted  many  hours  of  faithful  service  as  a  cheerleader  and  a  member  of  the  Student  Senate,  ffis 
academic  Interests  were   centered   in    Biology   and    English. 

The  thoughts  of  many  Gustavians,  who  will  remember  Eriing  for  years  to  come,  agree  with  the 
sentiment  expressed  In  Dr.  Carlson's  letter  to  his  parents:  "i  am  grateful  for  these  little  glimpses 
into  a  life  which,  although  filled  with   possibilities,  still  seemed  to  be  so   complete   even   now."
